The bidders agreed upon a $15,- 
000,000 corporation and to take over

In addition to manufacturing fer­ 
tilizer the bidders expect to prodcce 
other chemicals. They made the bid 
without reservation and announced 
they would be ready to take over the 
property on short notice.

SELMA PAPER PRINTS TRIBUTE TO 
EARLY NORTH ALABAMA FAMILY 
"Echoes of history," a department published in the Sun­ 
day issue of the Selma Times-Journal, gives interesting 
sketches of the earlier life of Alabama, and this week’s 
department will be of peculiar interest to North Ala­ 
bamians, paying, as it does, a tribute to a Valley family 
which has played an important part in the development 
of this state. 
“The first governor of Alabama," says the Journal, 
“was a Bibb, the second governor was a Bibb and there 
are six of the brothers in Alabama." People of this sec­ 
tion are familiar with the old Bibb home place in Lime­ 
stone county. 
Of the entire family, all of whom played quite a promi­ 
nent role in Alabama history, only one, it happens, came 
to Morgan county. 
Of his experiences in politics, the 
Journal says: 
It was a Virginia family and the father, William 
Bibb, was a captain in the War of the Revolution, and 
served in the Virginia legislature after the war. He 
t went to Georgia soon after his term closed, and the 
country became quiet after the war and several of 
his children were born there. 
Benajah Smith Bibb was born 
in 
Élbert county, 
Georgia, on September 30, 1796. His father died the 
same year. 
Elbert county, Georgia, is the county 
where the Elberta peach originated. 
The brothers a 
did not come to Alabama together. 
Benajah came 
in 1822, and settled in Montgomery county, as a 
planter. He was educated and a gentleman, and was 
a welcome addition to the good people of the county. 
He succeeded as a planter, and was popular. 
In 1825 after three years residence in the county, 
Mr. Bibb was elected county judge, nearly the same 
office, which we now call Probate Judge. It was not 
ver Y remunerative office, and Judge Bibb resigned 
it to move to Morgan countw, which was then a more 
populous and promising county' than Montgomery.
